SUBSTITUTE FOR Hay. 


HE alarming want of hay in 
many parts of Maine a little retired trom 
the fea, makes it neceffary to recolleét 
how cattle were tormerly {upplied in win- 
ter, upon new farms im this Diftri@. 
Browfe from various hard wuod trees and 
hemlocks, in thofe times frequently pre- 
ferved their ftore cattle and fometimes their 
work caitle, through the latter parts of the 
winter, with the aid of falt. Paths were 
made through the fnow to trees cut down 
for this or for other purpofes ; and by the 
addition of Indian corn or meal it will an- 
fwer ter working cattle. Indian corn wil! 
alone fupport horfes. To fhew the ule of 
coro, we muft remember that a ton of hay 
20 hundieds) will be only double the 
weight of 20 bufhels of corn, at 56 pounds 
(or half a long hundred) the buthel, 
the 20 bufhels of corn will not, at prefent 
prices, be fo dearas the ton of hay; and 
yet the corn will be more nourifhing, as 
well as more eafily obtained, fince it may 
be imported, and can more eafily be carrt- 
ed about by being halt the weight and of 
litle bulk. But corn muft not be given 
whole to cattle; for they will not digett 
readily, as may be feen by infpetting 
their manure. [t mufl beground more or 
lefs; which multiplies its furtaces and lef- 


fons its bulk, as well as cracks us fhell.

THERE was no feribbler, fays M 
Mercier, who did not write to Voltaire. 
He was fo kind as to anfwer all their let 
ters, becaute they flattered his extenfive 
feit-love. It was the trathe of vanity, in 
which much was faid, and nothing meant. 
Voltaire had been often known to retra&t, 
afterthe death of authors, the prailes he 
had beftowed on them while lwing ; ane 
cifavow, in converfation, the flatteries he 
fo liberally difpenfed in his writings.— 
There are no !efs than feven authors, 
known, to whom he had either faid or 
wrote ; I confider you 2s my heir. You 
fhall fupply my place. You will be my 
fucceffor. And other expreffions to the 
fame purport. Among thefe, fome may 
perhaps have imitated his manner with 
fuccefs, but certainly France has not pro- 
duced feven Voltaires. 

Somebody having faid to him, How can 
you flatter fo extravagantly fuch indiffer- 
ent writers ? Thefe authors, already fo 
vain, will be quite out of their fenfes with 
your praifes. What would you have me 
do ? replied he ; I have no other wey to 
get rid of them. © Would you have me 
tell them they are magpies, when they im- 
agine themfeives eagles ? They would not 
believe me, and I fhould but arm their van- 
ity againft myfelf,

ry and malignity, he endeavored to cherilh 
the one, and refliain the other.

‘fhe was fo fituated, that it was impoffible 
to have brought her out. 

On the night of the gd January, the 
brig Syren, capt. S:uar:, and ketch Ir.- 
trepid, of 4 guns, fitted for the purpole, 
and commanded by capt. Decatur, with 
zo volunteers from the {quadron, failed for 
Tripoli, with orders to burn the frigate in 
that harbour. They this day returned, 
having executed my orders much to my 
fatisfa€tion. 

Ona the night of the 16-h ult. capt. De- 
catur, entered the harbour of Tripo!!, with 
the ketch, laid her along fide the frigate, 
and in a gallant and offlicer-hke manner, 
| boarded and carried her againft a!] oppofi 
ition. Atier gaining complete poflefhon, 
he proceeded to fire her with fuccels, and 
left her ia a blaze, in which fhe continued 
until fhe wes totally confumed. He had 
none killed and only one wounded. The 
Pripolitans had between 290 and 90 men 
kilied on her deck. —One large boat load 
made their efcape, fome mea ran below 
and perifhed in the fla but the great- 
er part jamped overboard.—She was moor- 
ed clofe to the batteries, with all her guns 
loaded and two of their corfairs full o! 
men, lay within half mufket fhot of her. 
A fire was kept uponthe ketch by the bat- 
terics, Balhaw’s cafile and corfairs. Not 
amufket or pifto] was fired by our men, 
every thing was fettled by the {word. 

The Syren anchored without the har- 
bour to cover the retreat of the Ketch, 
and fent her boats to aMifl, but untortu- 
nately they did not arrive in feafon, as the 
bufinels was accomplifhed, and the Ketch 
on her way out, before the boats met her. 
Had they got in fooner, it is probable fome 
of the Tripolitan Corfairs ould have fhar- 
ed the fate ot the frigat 
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aic.
